
eOSSIP OF THE TUBE. 



At New OrleauB yaeterday the Board of Stew- 
arde annooDced the following roling: 

L “For hie ride on the horse Leenj a in the sec 
ond race Decembsr 16 and for his action on the 
horse King Tatins in the first race and hi« ride 
on the horse Siphon in the third race, this date, 
jockey H. Wilson is suspended indefinitely 
from all racing priTileges.” 

The New Orleans Picayune of December 15 
has this to say about the Preliminary Derby 
rnn the day before : 

f “Of the sixteen that were named to mn just 
one— Nellie Waddell— failed to appear. The 
caliber of the lot was a pnzele to the shrewdest. 
O’Bagen, for some nn known reason, rated 
favorite, but the fact that to 1 was always 
obtainable against him told plainly that each 
of his competitors had a following. The line- 
up at the post was prompt, but, as expected, 
there was considerable delay in getting a 
start. Whan ths word did come all ware well 
together, with Cast Iron just a trifle in 
front. In the rnn down the backstretch the 
change of leaders was so rapid that it was 
almost impossible to follow them. First it was 
Pyrrho, then Lou Woods, and, as the field 
headed for nome, Kaloma was showing the way. 
At this point the favorite— O’ Hagen— appeared 
to have a fighting chance, but when well around 
the becd Little Bcont joined Kaloma, the two 
drawing out clear, and the struggle was between 
them to the end. Little Scout, which was on the 
outside, in his sffort to gat away from Coburn’s 
punishment, bore over on Kaloma until ho car- 
ried bor clear to the inner rail. It may not have 
been a foul, but it was tbs next thing to it, and 
certainly bad some bearing on the result as they 
finished only necks apart. Ton lengths behind 
Kaloma was O’ Hagen, a length in front of 
Cast Iron, with the others following in a close 
bnneh. Some will claim that she race was not 
a true run one, basing the plea on the fact that 
there was a lot of crowding in the run down the 
backstretch. It is possible that these several 
bumping matches did hurt the chances of some 
mixed up in them, still the first two were so far 
from the others at the ond that it is hardly fair 
to question their right to the glory which they 
earned. All considered it was a good race, and 
will serve to make a bright spot in tbs history 
of racing in this city.’’ 

Fizsr A Co. still head the list of winning own- 
ers at the winter meeting at New Orleans, but 
they are hard pressed for first place by George 

C. Bennett & Co. Fizer.& Co. have won thirteen 

races up to Saturday night worth in the aegre- 

gate $i,2S5, while five have gone to the credit of 
the Bennett stable, their combined value being 
$3,189. Little Scout has won three of the five 
races for Bennett A Co., the Preliminary Derby 
alone furnishing $2,130 of the stable’s earnings. 
The only other stables that have earned as 
much as $1,000 are: John Call A Co., $1,810; 

D. P. Rodgers A Co., $1,450, and W. I. Laird. 

$1,395. Thirteen other owners have won $500 or 
more. 

In a letUr written at San Francisco last Sun- 
day to a Cincinnati, O., paper Secretary Hop- 
per of the Latinia Jockey Club, who is occupy- 
ing the judges’ stand at Oakland, says: “It 
looks like we are in f or a long siegs of disaaree- 
able weather. Tne rain has somewhat retarded 
the sport. The city is crowded with visitors 
and the hotel proprietors are consequently en- 
joying a patronage such as they have never bad 
before, and which has occasioned an advance 
in rates nearly double thiosi of last year. I was 
here several dayk before I got located. Now I 
am in the same room I had last year and am 
paying $45 par month more for it.” 



Daily America of Dec. 13, has this to say 
about Jockey McCarthy: “Jockey McCarthy, 
who rode twelve winners for John Campbell in 
Montana last season, sailed with Jockey Ruiz 
for Australia. The former never had much 
chance to show his worth here, but horsemen 
who watched his work in Montana express con- 
fidence in bis making good in the Antipodes. 
‘If Ames is a success in Australia, and I see by 
the papers that he is, there is no reason why 
both Ruiz and McCarthy should not give the 
natives there a great surprise,’ said Campbell 
yesterday, ‘for 1 regard both boys full as clever 
riders as Ames. When ha can do the weight 
Rn iz is a crackajack. Ha has a nice seat, and 
nobody can beat him finishing. McCarthy rods 
for ms a great deal last summer and was very 
sncceseful.’ ” 

The establishment by the St. Louis Fair 
Grounds and Delmar tracks of stake events for 
Missouri bred horses would be a welcome one 
to the breeders, who have long been anxione to 
have such events instituted, but found the rac- 
ing esBOciatioDs unresponsive. In response to 
the wish of the breeders, the coming stake an- 
nonneements will, in all probabilty, include 
events for next year, for 1903, and for a “Mis- 
souri Futurity,” to be run annually, beginning 
in 1904. The breeding of thoroughbreds ie get- 
tirg to be a big thing in this state, and ebould 
be encouraged by the rich racing associations, 
who are permitted to run tracks on the theory 
that the pu'ses they bang out, stimulate own- 
ers to improve the breeding of their horees, — 
The Sporting News.

: up and put his horse’s nose to the webbing, and 
; does not raise it until ha has every horse in the 
I race standing in perfect alignment. If a jockey 
j b eaks through in what Major Coventry deems 
an improper manner be is rigorcnsly punished, 
j He never fines anyone himself, but reports of- 
I fenders to the stewards, who impose just what 

I penalty the starter recommends as proper. 

There is no appeal from it, either. Rich and 
I influential owners cut no figure whatever, 

I The suave and clever Mr. Conran, owner of 
I the one-time great good thing, Menn, which 
' never came off, is wintering in St. Louis, Mr. 
J Conran has charge of a section of W. M. Rogers’ 
I horses, including Cyrano, Fngnrtha and Brix- 
ton. Mr. Conran had Cyrano fired for his ten- 
dons by Dr. Crowley.
